The  following  extract  from  the  Peace  Preservation 
Ordinance,  Transvaal,  is  published  for  information. 
The  terms  of  the  Peace  Preservation  Ordinance, 
Orange  River  Colony,  Sections  19  to  23,  are  mutatis 
mutandis  identical 

“ 19. — After  the  date  of  this  Ordinance  no  person 
shall  enter  this  Colony  without  a permit  granted  under 
the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  unless — 

(a.)  He  was  resident  and  within  this  Colony  or  the 
Orange  River  Colony  on  the  31st  May,  1902, 
and  has  not  since  that  date  been  expelled  from 
or  ordered  to  leave  this  Colony  or  the  Orange 
River  Colony. 

( l> ■ ) He  has  since  the  31st  May,  1902,  and  before  the 
date  of  this  Ordinance  received  a permit  or 
other  formal  authorization  to  enter  this  Colony 
from  some  duly  constituted  authority. 

(c. ) He  is  a person  coming  within  the  provisions  of 
Article  2 of  the  Terms  of  Surrender  signed  at 
Pretoria  on  the  31st  May,  1902,  and  published 
in  the  “Gazette  Extraordinary”  dated  3rd 
June,  1902. 

[d. ) He  is  a person  employed  in  His  Majesty’s  Navy 
or  Military  Service,  or  in  the  Civil  Service  or 
in  any  Police  Force  of  this  Colony  or  the 
Orange  River  Colony. 

“ 20 — Permits  to  enter  the  Colony  under  this  Ordin- 
ance shall  be  granted  by  such  persons  as  may  be 
authorised  to  do  so  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  be  in 
such  form  as  the  Governor  may  direct. 

No  such  permit  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  who 
having  been  a Burgher  of  the  South  African  Republic 
or  the  Orange  Free  State  has  not  taken  the  Oath  of 
Allegiance  to  His  Majesty,  or  made  some  declaration 
of  equivalent  import  in  form  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. In  all  other  cases  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Governor  to  grant  or  refuse  any  permit. 

“ 21. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
if  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  person  is  residing 
or  sojourning  in  this  Colony  having  entered  it  with- 
out proper  authority,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  any 
Resident  Magistrate,  and  such  Magistrate  shall  there- 
upon summons  such  person  to  appear  before  him,  and 
if  such  person  fails  to  satisfy  the  Magistrate  that  he 
has  obtained  a permit  under  this  Ordinance  or  is 
exempt  under  the  provisions  of  Section  19  from  obtain- 
ing such  permit,  the  Magistrate  shall  make  a written 
order  directing  such  person  to  leave  the  Colony  within 
seven  days,  unless  before  the  expiration  of  that  time 
he  has  received  permission  in  writing  from  the  Colo- 
nial Secretary  to  remain  in  the  Colony  ; such  permis- 
sion shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a permit  granted 
under  this  Ordinance. 

“22. — (1)  If  any  person  in  whose  case  such  order 
has  been  made  is  found  within  the  Colony  after  the 
expiration  of  seven  days  after  service  of  such  order 
without  having  obtained  permission  from  the  Colonial 
Secretary  as  aforesaid,  he  may  be  arrested  and  brought 
before  a Magistrate,  and  shall  upon  conviction  be 
imprisoned  for  a period  of  not  less  than  one  month  and 
not  more  than  six  months  and  with  or  without  a fine 
not  exceeding  £500,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  a 
further  term  of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months. 

(2)  If  any  person  imprisoned  under  the  terms  of 
the  preceding  sub-section  shall  remain  in  the  Colony 
for  a period  of  more  than  seven  days  after  the  expi- 
ration of  his  term  of  imprisonment  or  any  subsequent 
term  of  imprisonment  inflicted  under  this  Section, 
without  obtaining  permission  in  writing  from  the 
Colonial  Secretary  to  remain  in  the  Colony,  he  may 
be  arrested  and  brought  before  a Magistrate,  and  shall 
on  conviction  be  imprisoned  with  or  without  hard 
labour  for  a period  of  not  less  than  six  months  and  not 
more  than  twelve  months  and  with  or  without  a fine 
not  exceeding  £500,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  a 
further  term  of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months. 

“23.  — Any  person  entering  this  Colony  on  a permit 
not  issued  to  him  by  proper  authority  or  obtained  by 
him  by  any  fraudulent  means  shall  be  liable  to 
imprisonment  with  or  without  hard  labour  for  a period 
not  exceeding  two  years,  or  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
£500,  or  to  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine.”

Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons,  relating  to  Private  Bills. 

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertions  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  to  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  within  the  first  three 
weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Commons  within  the  first  four  weeks  of 
the  session.

Sfecial  Rule  of  the  Senate. 

49.  (c.)  When  a Bill  is  to  operate  in  more  than  one 
Province,  Territory  or  District  the  notice  shall  be 
published  in  The  Canada  Gazette  and  in  a leading 
newspaper  in  each  Province,  Territory  or  District  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  operate. 

Standing  Order.

Commons. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
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any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Resolved , that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The.  Canada  Ga7.etle  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individual? 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time,  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  tor 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 


the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposi 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  tor  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing 10f  inches  by  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed 
to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.

And  whereas  the  total  amount  of  the  debt  which  this  by-law  is  intended  to  create  is  the  sum  of  $22,500, 
of  which  $15,000  is  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  real  property  hereinbefore  specified,  and  the  remaining  sum 
of  $7,500  is  to  be  borne  and  paid  bj7  the  City  at  large,  and  the  said  debt  is  created  on  the  security  of  the 
special  rate  settled  by  this  by-law  : 

And  whereas  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  annually,  during  the  currency  of  the  said  debentures,  the  sum 
of  $900  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  and  the  sum  of  $236.80  for  the  formation  of  a sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt,  making  the  total  sum  of  $1,136.80  to  be  raised  annually  as  hereinafter  provided  : 

And  whereas  the  value  of  the  real  property  hereinbefore  specified  as  ratable  under  this  by-law  is  the 
sum  of  $363,835,  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  said  sum  of  $15,000,  the  portion  of  the  said  sum  charged 
thereon,  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise,  annually  for  the  period  of  forty  years,  by  special  rate  thereon,  the  sum 
of  $1 57. 86§  for  the  formation  of  a sinking  fund  for  the  repayment  of  the  principal  money,  and  the  sum  of 
$600  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  making  the  total  sum  of  $757. 86§  to  be  raised  by  special  rate 
per  foot  frontage  as  hereinbefore  set  forth  ; and  the  sum  of  $15,000  and  the  interest  thereon,  portion  of  the 
said  debt  under  this  by-law,  is  secured  by  special  rate  settled  by  this  by-law  on  said  real  property,  and  the 
annual  special  rate  per  foot  frontage  for  paying  interest  and  creating  a yearly  sinking  fund  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal  of  the  debt,  is  as  set  forth  in  the  schedule  hereof  : 

And  whereas,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  said  sum  of  $7,500,  the  portion  of  the  said  debt  to  be  borne 
and  paid  by  the  City  at  large,  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  annually  during  the  period  of  forty  years,  by 
special  rate  on  all  the  ratable  property  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  the  sum  of  $78. 93^  for  the  formation  of  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  money,  and  the  sum  of  $300  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
thereon,  making  the  total  annual  sum  of  $378.93^  to  be  raised  as  aforesaid  : 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  ratable  value  of  the  City,  according  to  the  last  revised  assessment 
roll,  is  $21,075,780  : 

And  whereas-  the  existing  debenture  debt  of  the  City,  exclusive  of  debts  incurred  for  local  improve- 
ments, is  $2,522,951.20,  and  no  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  is  in  arrears  : 

And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  passed  on  the 
12th  day  of  April,  1893,  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  have  been  empowered,  in 
the  case  of  by-laws  passed  for  works  payable  by  local  assessment,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  negotiations  of 
debentures  issued  thereunder  and  add  to  their  commercial  value,  to  declare  that  the  debt  created  on  the 
security  of  the  special  rate  settled  by  such  by-laws  is  further  guaranteed  by  the  Corporation  at  large  : 
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And  whereas  the  City  Engineer  has  made  a report  stating  that  the  real  property  that  will  be  immed- 
iately benefited  by  the  proposed  improvements,  and  the  measurements  of  the  frontage  abutting  on  the 
blocks  to  be  improved,  and  also  the  proportion  in  which  the  assessment  is  to  be  made  on  the  various 
frontages  and  proportions  of  real  estate  so  benefited,  and  also  tbe  probable  life  of  the  proposed  improve- 
ments and  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  the  proposed  improvements,  and  the  amount  thereof  which 
will  be  assessed  against  the  property  fronting  on  the  same  : 

And  whereas  the  Council  has  adopted  the  said  report  and  the  City  Clerk  has  caused  notices  pursuant  to 
sub-section  (13)  of  section  134  of  the  Consolidated  Charter  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  1900,  to  be  published 
and  given  : 

And  whereas  no  petition  has  been  presented  against  the  proposed  improvements  : 

And  whereas  the  City  Clerk  has  forwarded  a certified  copy  of  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer,  as 
adopted  by  the  Council,  to  the  Court  of  Revision  : 

And  whereas  the  Court  of  Revision  has  duly  sat,  heard  and  confirmed  the  special  rate  and  assessment  : 

Be  it,  therefore,  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  open  meeting  assem- 
bled, as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  to  raise,  or  cause  to  be  raised,  by  way 
of  loan  from  any  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  upon  the  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter 
mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  on  the  whole  the  sum  of  $22,500,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  for  the  above  recited  objects. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  cause  225  or  less  number  of  debentures  to  be  issued, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  said  sum  of  money,  each  of  such  debentures  being  for  at  least  one  hundred  dollars 
($100),  or  one  hundred  pounds  sterling  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  a value  of 
$4.86  to  the  pound  sterling  ; and  the  said  debentures  shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  City  and  signed  by 
the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  aud  be  payable  within  forty  years  from  the  date  on  w'hich 
this  by-law  takes  effect,  and  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  4 per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half-yearly  on 
the  29th  day  of  July  and  the  29th  day  of  January  in  each  and  every  year  during  the  currency  of  the  said 
debentures,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  or  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of 
London,  England,  as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct,  coupons  to  be  attached  to  the  debentures  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  interest  and  the  principal  to  be  payable  at  the  Treasurer’s  Office  in  the  City  of  Van- 
couver, or  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  London,  England,  as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  said  debt  and  the  payment  thereon, 
at  the  rate  aforesaid  as  the  same  become  due,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as  follows 

As  to  $15,000,  the  portion  thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  real  property  hereinbefore  mentioned  and 
specified,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied,  over  and  above  all  other  rates,  the  said  annual  sum  of  $757. 86<j 
in  each  and  every  year  until  the  said  sum  of  $15,000  and  interest  is  fully  paid  by  special  rate  per  foot 
frontage  upon  all  the  said  real  property  according  to  the  respective  amounts,  rates  per  foot  and  yearly  rates 
hereinbefore  recited  and  set  forth,  such  special  rate  to  be  assessed  and  levied  in  each  and  every  year  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  taxes  are  assessed  and  levied,  and  as  to  $7,500  the  portion 
thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  whole  Municipality  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  there  shall  be  assessed  and 
levied  annually,  above  all  other  rates,  the  sum  of  $378.93^,  by  a special  rate,  sufficient  thereof  on  all  rate- 
able property  of  the  said  City,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  rates  are  assessed  and 
levied. 

4.  The  amount  of  the  special  rate  or  frontage  tax  levied  hereunder  shall  be  added  to  the  taxes  for  the 
financial  year  in  which  such  rate  or  frontage  tax  is  assessed  and  levied,  and  such  special  rate  or  frontage  tax 
shall  be  dealt  with  in  every  respect  as  ordinary  land  or  real  property  City  taxes,  and  may  be  enforced  and 
recovered  in  the  same  way,  whether  by  the  sale  of  the  land  or  real  property  upon  which  the  same  attaches, 
or  by  registration  as  charge  upon  such  land  or  real  property  or  otherwise. 

5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  owning  real  estate,  upon  which  such  annual  rate  as  aforesaid  is  to  be 
levied,  to  commute  for  such  annual  payment  of  same,  by  paying  a principal  sum  at  the  date  of  this  by-law, 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  or  by  paying  a principal  sum  at  the  end  of  any  year  hereafter,  the  amount  to 
be  determined  as  follows  : — 

The  present  value  of  4 per  cent,  per  annum,  compound  interest,  of  the  several  payments,  to  be  made 
annually  by  such  applicant,  at  the  time  of  his  application,  shall  be  determined,  and  such  value  shall  be  the 
amount  of  commutation  money  to  be  paid  by  such  person,  and  upon  payment  of  the  said  sum  the  levying  of 
the  special  rate  upon  real  estate  property  of  such  persons  shall  at  once  cease  and  determine  : 

Provided  any  amounts  paid  under  this  clause  shall  be  invested  according  to  the  provisions  relating  to 
the  investment  of  the  City  Sinking  Fund. 

6.  The  said  Corporation  reserve  the  right  to  repurchase,  from  time  to  time,  any  or  all  of  the  said 
debentures. 

7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  from  time  to  time,  to  repurchase  any  or  all  of  the  said 
debentures  at  such  price  or  prices  at  or  below  par  value  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

8.  That  the  debt  of  $15,000  to  be  created  on  the  security  of  the  special  rate  hereinbefore  settled,  is 
hereby  further  guaranteed  by  the  Corporation  at  large. 

That  this  by-law  shall  come  into  force  and  take  effect  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  A.D.  1903.

A By-Law  to  amend  By-Laws  .V os.  3'!  and  ‘i-t'i, 
Known  ii.s  tin ' “ Proved  u re  By-La it',”  unit  amend- 
nirnls  thereto. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  in  the  interests  of  the 
City  of  Vancouver  to  amend  the  Procedure 
By-Law  and  amending  By-Laws: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
in  open  meeting  assembled,  as  follows  : — 

Sections  5 and  6 of  By-Law  No.  242  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  82  of  By-Law  No.  32  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  thereto  the  following  sub-section,  to  be  known 
as  sub-section  4 : — 

“ To  report  on  the  lighting  of  the  City  and  to  recom- 
mend the  best  steps  to  take  to  insure  the  efficient 
lighting  thereof,  and  on  the  placing  of  lamps  and 
inspection  thereof,  and  the  times  for  lighting  and 
extinguishing  same.” 

Section  82  of  By-Law  No.  32  is  hereby  further 
amended  as  follows  : — 

“ In  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  by  said  Section 
82  to  the  Committee  on  Fire,  Police,  and  Light,  the 
following  additional  duties  are  imposed  on  the  said 
Committee,  viz.,  the  duties  imposed  by  sub-sections  1, 
2,  3,  4,  and  5 of  Section  83,  and  Section  83  is  hereby 
amended  accordingly.”

A By-Law  to  raise  by  way  of  Debentures  the  sum  of 
$30,000  for  the  acquiring  of  a site  anil  the  erection 
of  a building  to  be  used  for  a Vive  Hall. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  City  that 
a site  in  a convenient  locality  should  lie 
acquired  for  the  erection  of  a Fire  Hall,  and  that  a 
Fire  Hall  should  be  erected  thereon  for  the  better 
protection  against  fire  : 

And  whereas  it  will  require  a sum  of  $30,000  in 
order  to  acquire  the  proper  site  and  erect  a building  for 
a Fire  Hall  thereon  : 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said that  the  City  should  raise  by  way  of  debentures 
a loan  of  $30,000,  repayable  on  the  15th  day  of 
January,  1943,  with  interest  in  the  meantime  payable 
half-yearly  at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent,  per  annum,  such 
loan  when  raised  to  be  applied  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said : 

And  whereas  for  the  payment  of  the  debentures, 
sinking  fund  and  interest,  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $1,411.65  by  special  rate  in  each  and  every 
year.

1.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  a loan  to  be  applied 
for  the  purchase  of  a site  and  the  erection  of  a build- 
ing for  a Fire  Hall  in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  if  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  to 
raise  by  way  of  loan  from  any  person,  persons  or 
bodies  corporate  who  may  be  willing  to  advance  the 
same  on  the  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter 
mentioned,  the  sum  of  $30,000,  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  with  the 
objects  hereinbefore  recited. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made  not  exceeding  in  the 
whole  the  sum  of  $30,000,  for  any  sum  of  money 
not  less  than  $100  or  an  equivalent  expressed  in 
pounds  sterling  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  at  a value  of  $4.86  to  the  pound 
sterling,  as  may  lie  required,  and  all  such  debentures 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Vancouver. 

3.  The  debentures  shall  be  made  payable  in  forty 
years  from  the  day  hereinafter  mentioned  for  this  By- 
Law  to  take  effect,  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  Vancou- 
ver or  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  London,  England, 
as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct. 

4.  The  sa.d  debentures  shall  have  coupons  attached  for 
the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  3i  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  the  amount  of  the  said  debentures  and  shall 
be  payable  on  the  15th  day  of  July  and  the  15th  day 
of  January  in  each  and  every  year. 

5.  A special  rate  on  the  dollar  shall  be  levied  and 
raised  in  each  and  every  year  in  addition  to  all  other 
rates  on  all  the  ratable  property  of  the  City  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  the  amount  of  the  said  debentures 
and  create  a sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  debt 
hereby  created  at  and  when  the  same  shall  become 
due. 


6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  to  purchase 
from  time  to  time  any  of  the  said  debentures  at  such 
price  or  prices  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon, 
and  all  debentures  so  repurchased  shall  forthwith  be 
cancelled,  and  no  re-issue  of  any  debenture  or  deben- 
tures shall  lie  made  in  consequence  of  any  such 
re-purchase. 

7.  The  sum  of  $1,050  shall  be  raised  annually  by 
special  rate  on  all  the  ratable  property  in  the  City  for 
the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  amount  of  the  debt 
incurred  hereunder  during  the  currency  of  the  deben- 
tures hereby  authorised  to  be  issued. 

8.  The  sum  of  $361.65  shall  be  raised  annually  by 
special  rate  upon  all  ratable  property  in  the  City  for 
the  payment  of  the  debt  hereby  incurred.

10.  This  By-Law,  if  passed,  shall  come  into  force 
and  take  effect  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1903.
